Speaker Cannon Eulogizes the Benefits

of Protection and Contrasts the

Policies of the Democrats.

CHICAGO Juno -Speaker Cannon on

faking the t I air as permanent chairman ot

the republic;) n national convention, spoke
as (iillov.i:
"The republican party was born with tlie

declaration that slavery was sectional or

local, and that freedom was national. It
lias ever been a national party, its policies
benefitting every section and every Man In

the republic. It made its first successful
contest for power In 1HHO. with Abraham
Uneoln as its standard bearer. Secession
followed The war for the maintenance of

the I'nion was wised for four years, and
such a contest of arms the world lias never

seen before and freedom became universal
within the borders of the republic. With a

bankrupt treasury and a bankrupt credit,
the party, under the lead of Uneoln. went
ba* k to the policy of Washington and
wrote u| on the statute books the revenue
law - imposing duties on Imports tliit would
produc venue and at the same time pro¬
tect every citizen of the I'nited States in
diversifying the industries of the republic.
It was a contest for free men and for tree
labor everywhere within our borders. The
policy of protection has been the shiboleth
of tlie republican party from that diy to
this. I'nder this policy, from an insignitl-
rain manufacturing country in Iski by leaps
and bounds, while we still remained first in

agriculture among the nations of the earth,
we have become more than first in manu¬
factures. Alore than one-third of all the
manufactured products of the whole earth
Is produced by American capital, by Ameri-

can labor, which works shorter hours than
any people on earth, and has more steady
employment than any people on earth, and
on t lie average receives, conservatively
stated, one and three-fourths dollars' com¬

pensation where similar labor eleswhere re¬

ceive but one dollar. Our manufactured
product yearly is greater than the manu¬
factured product of tlie people of Great
Britain, Germany and France Combined,
and this product is substantially consumed
by our own people, finding a market within
the borders of the republic, although our

exports of products are rapidly grow¬
ing. Uist year they were over S4oo.iKlO.iM>>.
2S> per cent.of our total exports. It is
not a few men of great wealth that make
good markets, but it is the multiplied mil¬
lions that work today and consume tomor¬
row. with Interchange of their respective
products amongst one another, and the
prosperity of the farmer on one hand, and
the operative upon the other, depend on the
prosperity of each as producers of their
respective products and as consumers of
the products of ot iters.

Home Market Gieatest in the World.
"We are one harmonious whole; and if

one or more of the great industries is in¬

juriously affected those engaged in that
line of production cease to be valuable cus¬
tomers for all the other producers in tlie
country. If we dd not sell one particle ot
our immense produce outside of our own
borders, we would still have the best mar¬
ket of any people on earth. It lias been
said, and truly said, that our market
among ourselves is of greater amount and
value than the international markets of all
the world, among all the peoples of the
world; and while our people are seeing to
it that our foreign markets shall grow.
and we are now the greatest exporting na¬
tion on earth.yet it Is absolutely neces¬
sary that we should see to It that we con¬
tinue that policy which enables us to domi¬
nate our own markets and to continue the
present and growing wage to our people.
"I can p.-rhaps best present to you the

progress of the country by stating that the
wealth per capita of the I'nited States In
lHTnO was $ao7. while in li**> it was $1.
und by stating further that thr- total wealth
of the I'nited States In 1880 was SIG.UOO.OOO
and In 1900 iiM.uoo.OOO, and now over
lluu.oon.o'»umo.
Progress Measured by Post Office.
"Hut 1 can give a better illustration pf

the progress of the country under the lead¬
ership of the republican party by referring
to the Post Otflce Department.that greal
service that fathers no penny of money ex¬

cept by the voluntary contributions of tho
people of the republic. Since lsiio the
rates of postage have been practically re¬
duced more than one-half. In lKtjO. the
year that the republican party lirst oiune
Into power, the revenues of the Post Office
Department were, in round numbers, eight
and one-half millions of dollars, while the
expenditures were nineteen millions.a de¬
ficit one and one-fourth times as great as
the income The revenues of the city post
office of Chicago last year were greater in
amount than tlie total postal revenues ot
the whole country In the year 1S0O. Uist
year the revenue of the postal service was
$1:14.000,wo, and the deficit only four mil¬
lions. or less than :t ]>er cent, and this, too.
notwithstanding the very large growth of
rural free delivery, involving an expend¬
iture of ten million dollars. This year the
revenues have not been ascertained, but
will safely Increase by ten millions, and In
the coming year by another ten millions, all
of which measures, and truly measures, the
commercial, the business, the social and tho
individual prosperity and well-being of the
people.
Wolves Would Protect the Sheep.
"For more than sixty years the demo¬

cratic party has denounced protection as

robbery, and their cry has been, sometimes,
'a tariff for revenue only," sometimes for

¦progressive free trade throughout the
world.' but whatever the expression may
be, they have always been ready, when
clothed with power, to run the dagger Into
the protective policy. And such Is still the
position of that party. In the closing days
of the late session of Congress, Represen¬
tative Cockran of New York preached the

Jiure democratic faith; and there never was
n my recollection such a demonstration as
came from the democratic side of the House
when, with flaming eyes and wild gesticula¬
tions and enthusiastic faces, they sprang
as one man, with cheer after cheer. Inter¬
rupting the business of the House, until
they could mark their approval of the
policy In which they believed. It Is true
that in magazine articles and by careful
Speech and sentence, here and there, men
like Senator Gorman. Representative Will-

lama and others, while denouncing protec¬
tion as robbery, say that If the democratic
party Is clothed with power thejr will not
destroy the system overnight, yet they each
and all avow that they will Journey In the
direction of a tariff for revenue only, and
of free trade. In other words. If they are
Biven power, the American manufacturer
and laborer will be gradually starved to
death instead of being destroyed at one
stroke. It reminds me of one of Aesop's
fables, where the wolves proposed to the
sheep that they should discharge dogs,
their natural protectors, and place them¬
selves under the protection of the wolves.
I'oes capital on the one hand and labor on
the other desire such protection?
Profits, Not Deficits, Produce Strikes.
"But the little politician cries out that

strikes abound here and there in the coun-

tr>. Yes. they do: but contests that lead to
strikes, where an adjustment Is not made
and where arbitration fails, are quarrels
between organized labor and organized cap¬
ital about the division of the profits. A3
h.tS been well said by another many years
ago. there were not many strikes when th»
democracy had full power under Grover
t iexeland, because there were no profits
t) divide. There are profits to divide now,
and with a people who work shorter hours
and who are on the average more fuliy em¬
ployed. and with a larger wage than was
ever paid beiore in the history of tiie
human race for a similar amount of work,
they will not be led into destroying th\t
policy which renders these things possible
because of a local (rouble here and there
touching a divlsio#.of the profits.
"But it is alleged that great industrial

combinations have been formed and over¬
capitalized. and that they oppress their
employes on the one hand and the con¬
sumer upon the other. It is true thr»t ex¬
traordinary combinations have been fonn-

T.hat tl>ey liave been, in the main,
capitalized to their full value, and by the
aid of the printer and engraver secur.ties
have b^en issued in many instances to
n"'n> limes the value of the properties
combining, is also true.

No Man Above the Law.
"The republican party, ever ready to

keep pace with the industrial development
of the country, has enacted legisiatijn
within the Constitution, prohibiting such
combinations: and President Roos^veit. jur
President, and our President to be, has
kept his oath to see to it that the iiws
are executed. And by the decisions of the
highest courts the republican legislation
has been sustained and the laws are being
enforced. All are equal before the law.
the high and the mighty, the meek and tha
lowly. the capitalist and the laborer, whose
c£ pita I is his muscle intelligently directed;
the rich and the poor.all, all have .'qual¬
ity of opportunity before the law and ali.
all must abide by and obey the law. Our
civilization is built upon obedience to the

TiUt Why Words? The history

of the country from 1883 to 1897, for the
four years under Cleveland and democracy

,Wi'h What have today!
tells the whole story. That of Cleveland
was marked with dissension and disaster,
not only to his party, but to the people, and
that of McKinley and Roosevelt with har¬
mony and prosperity unparalleled.

The Blight of Anarchy.
"The last work of a republican national

com ention, held at Philadelphia in the year
1!*H>, was overwhelmingly indorsed by the
American people, and the remarkably suc¬
cessful administration of President McKin¬
ley was continued, but in an hour of uni-

peace, when partisan criticism was
stilled by the spread of prosperity, the
blight of anarchy, imported from another
shore, struck down our chief magistrate
and brought the whole world to his bier as
mourners. Universal sorrow stopped the
pulse of industry, not in fear, but in pro-
tound respect tor the memory of the' man
and the President who died breathing 'Thv
will, not mine, be done.' for in that hour
a vigorous, energetic and enthusiastic young
man stood beside that death bed, pledging
bis life to the policies of his predecessor
We had confidence in tiiaf pledge, and
nobly has it been kept. The new Presi¬
dent took up the burden of the office with
caution, but without fear, for he had the
republican party behind him and the suc¬
cess of its policies everywhere in evidence
The last three years of the administration
have been marked by the same success as
those that preceded, and today, as in Phila¬
delphia four years ago. there is no division
in the republican councils as to the stand¬
ard bearer of the republican party.

Peaceful Administration
"Tiie history of civilized government is

a record of peaceful administration under
established policies, not of new laws or new

Interpretation. In tha old world a new
law or a new policy, affecting the general
welfare of the people, is an event of a gen¬
eration. In this country new laws come
more frequently. but those of a general
character rarely oftener than once in an
administration. The McKinley administra¬
tion was marked by a new tariff law.
which restored prosperity; a gold standard
act. which gave stability to our currency;
the annexation of Hawaii; a short and tri¬
umphal.t war with Spain, which brought
freedom to Cuba and placed Porto Rico and
the Philippines under our flag.
"The administration of Roosevelt has

brought an end to the cry or Imperialism'
with growing civil government in the Phil¬
ippines cr.d a free and Independent govern¬
ment in Cuba: the purchase and authoriza¬
tion of tie Panama canal; the arbitration of
the coal strike, and the decisions that
trusts are amenable to tiie authority of law.
These ore some of the ucts of the repub¬
lican party under the administration of
I'resld-r.t Roosevelt, and there Is not a re¬

sponsible American citizen wiio dares deny
that they have, one and all. been for the
general good of the whole people, and that
they are. one and all. jrdorsed by the peo-
I»l«-

"I*et us make our nominations in order
and api>eal to the people of tiie country for
a renewal of power to the republican party,
standing by our policies, ready to legislate
where legislation would be productive of
more pood than evil from the economic
Ktandp >int, but refusing to legislate and
lose the substance of success in a vain ef¬
fort to sf cure the shadow that abldctli not,
and satlsfleth not either the Intellectual or
matsriai existence."

CUSTODIAN OF THE FLAG.
Pleasant Berth to Be Given a Naval

Petty Officer.
Lieut. David F. Sellers of the navy has

been charged with the delicate and Import¬
ant duty of finding a suitable petty officer In
the navy for assignment to duty at the
White House in charge of the national
Hag. displayed over the residence of the
President. As is well known, the flag Is
used to indicate that the President Is al
home. It Is raised at sunrise and lowered
at sunset In strict accordance with mili¬
tary regulations. Different sizes of flags
are used according to the weather, from
a small storm flag to the standard posttlag. Owing to the many mishaps which
have occurred In the past to the tlag on
the White House It has been concluded
that Its proper use and care Is a sufficient
duty for one man. Heretofore the raisingand lowering of the flag has been intrusted
to one of the men around the house having
numerous other duties to attend to. conse¬
quently It has happened that the flag has
been flown In distress, that Is with the
Union down, when there was no occasion
for such a signal, and at other times the
man in charge has forgotten to raise or
lower it at the proper times or to change
it to suit the changed conditions of the
weather. To meet these conditions, which
have sometimes proved embarrassing, it
has been decided to have a capable man at
the White House, whose sole duty it shall
be to look after the flag. In looking for
such a man it was natural the authorities
should favorably consider the selection of
a petty officer of the navy as all such offi¬
cers have had at least twenty years" serv¬
ice on shipboard and are thoroughly fa¬
miliar with all the regulations and customs
governing the display of the national em¬
blem. Lieut Selle-i is one of the Presi¬
dent's military aids and he Is also con¬
nected with the enlistment division of the
bureau of navigation, and so Is well inform¬
ed regarding the records of the men from
whom the selection is to be made. The
choice will undoubtedly fall upon some
man who has rendered conspicuously meri¬
torious service and who may, by receiv¬
ing this pleasant assignment, receive some
recognition for his services.
